Bill is the son cf Mr. and Mrs. 
U. S. Standlea, 467 Ninth avenue. 
but he is a friend of many and his 
fate since the early weeks of the 
war had been the concern of all 
Uplanders, 

“We have received many tele- 
phone calls since Wednes(ay,” the 
jubilant mother related. She was 
advised The Upland News had also 
received many calls from interest- 
ed persons about the good news. A 
copy of the telegram received from 
General Commandant A, A. Van- 
dergrift of the U. S. Marine corps 
was brought to The News by Bill's 
sister, Mrs. Marie Standlea Gods- 
mark soon after its receipt. 

“Maris and I were saying Wed- 
nesday night how nice it was to 
pe in a small community, where 
the people have such an interest in 
things like this,” continued the at- 
tractive: Mrs: Standiea.

PRISONER FOUR YEARS 

Four years ago the parents bade 
farewell to Bill, a husky young fel- 
low, eager to get into the service. 
Me enlisted on April 1, 1941 and 
ofter a short training’ period was 
sent to Guam to help fortify the 
island against the impending Jap- 
anese attack, The Pearl Harbo: | 
incident was scon followed by the 
capture of Guam and the brave 
band of defenders, 

Ironically, the telegram telling 
of the great news of his liberatioa 
came from Guam. In other words, 
Bill “returned” .... and now he 
is returning home. 

As a prisoner of the Japs, the 








‘young marine was taken first to 


the island of Shikoku, where he 
remained but a few weeks. He 
was then moved to the main island 
of Honshu and imprisoned in a 
camp near Osaka. 

Letters trickled home, once in 
awhile, and occasionally the short 
wave radio wrought news to help 
keep alive the fervent flame of 
hope. 

In February the parents received 
a note, which had been written 
more than a year previously. Just 
the other day another of Bill's let- 
ters came but it was, three years 
enroute home. For that reason 
the family said nothing of this’ to 
their friends because cf its very 
late arrival.

Lions Hear of 
Chino Objectives 


Changing individual attitudes is 
one of the big jobs at the Califor- 


nia Institute for Men, the Rev. 
Dallas Gladstone, chaplain, and 
former minister of the Ontario 


Christian church, said at the Up- 


land Lions club meeting at noon; 


yesterday, 

Thirty-two men are received ev- 
ery three weeks at the institute 
and in cue time these men have 
served their ‘time’ and are ready 
to return to society, he explained. 
What “they need” in starting life 
over anew so they will never again 
return to a life of crime is deter- 
mined. A full program, of work, 
recreation and study, is planned 
anc gradually the men are given 
responsibility and freedom before 
actually being turned over to sa- 
ciety, the official explained in an 
interesting discourse. 

An average of 2') per cent of 
the men escape from the barricade- 
less prison, he reported, explain- 
ing the escapees are among the 
early arrivals and not usually 
among the men who have learned 
to accept the responsibility of 
‘free’ men. He also reported tha‘ 
about 70 per cent of the men at- 
tend regular night school classes 
and that about one fourth of the 
men were present for church ser- 
vices last Sunday. He expressed 
the belief this church attendance 
record exceeded that of churches 
in this area. 

While Rev. Gladstone is charg- 
ed with direction of religious ac- 
tivities at the institute, he said 
that the entire program is based 
on his conception of religion-—-of 
developing feeling within the men 
to lead a new life when they re- 
turn to society.
